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^Summer School 

: The announcement that the summer 
school will be resumed this year will be 
welcomed by most students. However 
there will be at least one change in the 
curriculum, and that is that only science 
subjects will be given. 

This in itself \n\\ constitute a disap- 
pointment to a large number of studente 
in third year who had planned on getting 
their degree this summer and then joining 
the armed forces. 

The summer school is a step in the di- 
rection, of accelerating the course in all 
faculties and consequently producing tech- 
nical and technically trained men* in suffi- 
cient quantities to meet the needs of the 
government and armed forces. 
. We have suggested in the past that ac- 
celeration would solve some of the prob- 
lems and the summer school serves in large 
measure as an excellent substitute for ac- 
celeration. 

The course being offered tiiis year are 
Chemistry, Psychology, Physics and Ma- 
thematics (insofar as it is connected with 
physics, if these departments arc prepared 
to undertak the necessary work^ 

This would imply that students in the 
third year of science who sign a declaration 
that they are physically filled for and are 
going to join the armed forces, or are pre- 
^ paring to enter work approved by the Bu- 
reau of Technical Personnel, will be adtnit- 
ied and will bè able to get a degree upon 
cooapleting the sitmmer school.

Music Notes 



Desire Defauw conducted the third in the 
series ot concerts, featuring the works of 
Johannes Brahms, ot Les Concerts Symphon- 
Iques on Tuesday night. 

The program opened with the overture to 
the Opera "Anacreon" by CherubinL Cheru- 
bini, a contemporary ot Beethoven, mirrors the 
trends ot music ot his time in this work. It 
could hardly be called a work o( great originali- 
ty but it his a number of long and gradual 
crescendo passages of the type used later on by 
Rossini. The Montreal orchestra has not yet 
learned to play music in the roccoco style; 11 
appears heavy, and does not do justice to the 
qualities it is meant to have. ' 

Then followed the Symphony in D major, 
number two, by Brahms. The first movement 
marked allegro non troppo was played andante, 
and throughout the whole symphony the horns 
seemed unable to synchronize, sometimes even 
playing faulty notes. In this reviewer's opinion 
the orchestra did not do justice to the work, 
but an imposing finale was achieved, when the 
orchestra suddenly seemed to wake up at the 
closing bar* of the allegro... 

The symphony occupies^ ai big place in the 
list of the composer's works. It is extremely 
Brahmsian, containing moments of great beau- 
ty. The conclusion of the first movement, the 
subjective adagio, the Intermezzo-llke third 
movement, the rough, hearty finale prcient 
Brahms at his finest. 

With Andre Mathieu, the young pianist, who 
has been givent so much publicity, performed 
Bethoven's First Piano Concerto In C mijorM 
This is really very early Beethoven and hence 
somewhat tinged with the conventions of the 
Iierlod; but time Md again the unmistakcabie 
hand of Beethoven appears. The first move 
ment, an allegro, showed that the soloist wu 
not yet quite at home with the piano, but the 
cadenzas at the end ot this movement were 
played with perfection as far as the mechanics 
are concerned, even If there was a certain lack 
of feeling. The second movement, largo, was 
played extremely well, and showed that young 
Mathieu has every right to be called an' ex 
tremely talented pianist. The lait movement 
really showed both the orchestra at their very 
best. • It was played simply, without affec- 
tlon or pretensions, and the audience gave the 
pèrformérs justly' earned applause. 

The program was concluded by Richard 
Strauss's highly interesting composition Till 
Eulenspicfcl." It seems quite obvious that the 
orchestra is far better at playing modern pieces 
than those in the classical style, and great praise 
is due to Mr. Defauw for a magnificent per 
formance of this work.

Long a member of the Norwegian 
Labour Party, Dn Koht became In 
1035 MhiUter for Foreign Affairs in 
the Nygaardsvold government and 
was in charge of all the negotiations 
that went on while Norway was 
trying to maintahi her neutrality. 

In 1041 he crossed to Canada In 
a Norwegian frelghl^îmil; is now 
living in Washlngton^hKe he has 
recently published a book on the 
Norwegian disaster, "Norway, Neu- 
tral and Invaded." Apart from his 
work as an original author. Dr. 
Koht hu also edited the letters ot 
Ibsen and BJomson.
